Domination of the Wheel. 

There are two remarkable things ita 
connection with the bicycle—the php* 
•nominally rapid growth of the .bicycle 
industry and the Curious and persuasivq 
way in which the wheel is influencing 
fields that at first sight miglit seem the 
most remote from its delightful exer : 
else. The Statistics of mahufactures 
made in. the eleventh census of the 
United States include the following 
figures: In the manufacture of bicycles 
and tricycles, 27 establishments are re¬ 
ported, representing a wage total of 
SI,105*728, and capital invested in land, 
522,050; in buildings, 8339,871, and *in 
machinery, tools and implements, S504,- 
*400. For the repairing oi these wheels 
S3 establishments were reported, repre, 
senting a wage total ..of 5X01,683, and 
capital invested in land, S6,400; in 
buildings, 87,300, and ’ in machinery, 
tools and implements, 565,108. As evi. 
dencing the rapid expansion of this in¬ 
dustry, it is estimated that there are 
some 00 factories in the United States, 
turning out about 100 bicycles a day, 
and not a few establishments are 
months behind their orders, even while 
running double time. One singular 
feature of the industry is the extraor¬ 
dinary way in which it has affected 
branches of trade apparently remote 
from it. For instance, several needle 
factories are ignoring their staple prod¬ 
uct and turning all their energies and 
machinery to the production of bicycle 
wheel spokes. The proprietor of a very 
large watch factory said recently: “I 
don’t care a bang about watches any 
more; my hands have more than they 
can do in turning out cyclometers.” 
Makers of all kinds 'of road and 
agricultural instruments say that their 
o">d- makes are going out ’ of demand, 
and the public insist on their being 
modified J>y the adoption of the bicycle 
principle, so as to admit of locomotion 
in addition to their special uses. In¬ 
spectors of railway tracks now accom¬ 
plish their periodical visits over the 
lines on the most improved form of 
cycle adapted to the track. The bicy¬ 
cle is already a recognized equipment 
in military service, men being specially 
drilled ih its use and manipulation in 
American and European armies. In 
suburban postal service and the rapid 
delivery of store parcels it has become 
an important factor. The peddler, biff 
collector and press agent utilize the- 
new method of locomotion, and preach¬ 
ers, lecturers and tourists go on their 
several errands independent of the 
livery stable. It has even ceased to be 
a sin to wheel on Sunday, and a prom- 
in eat minister has told his congrega¬ 
tion that they need not give up either 
their church or their bicycles, hut keep 
up both by riding down to service ou 
Sunday morning and riding hack home 
afterwards. A significant side light on 
this absorbing interest in the bicycle 
comes from the dry goods journals. 
One of these reports: “The general de¬ 
mand for woolen and worsted dress • 
goods for immediate delivery is small, 
hut for fabrics suitable for bicycle 
suits there is comparatively active re¬ 
quest, and agents report difficulty in 
meeting this requirement, all lines 
adaptable to such purposes being 
cleaned up and deliveries from the 
mills absorbed as quickly as made. 
Some manufacturers who early made a 
specialty of these have been kept so fully 
employed that thev have practically 
done little for fall in other lines as yet.” 
It is becoming hard to say where the 
influence of the ubiquitous wheel is go¬ 
ing to stop. • .' 

J Poker playing for money is not gam¬ 
bling, according to Chief Justice Beatty 
of the California supreme court, or at 
least there is no criminal act commit¬ 
ted in playing the game for money 
stakes. In a recent decision the jus- 
, tice says: “Poker playing for money, 
however objectionable in fact, is in the 
eyes of the law as innocent as chess or 
any game played for recreation, and 
its votaries and the places where it is 
played are not criminal.” The decis¬ 
ion was in a case where the district at¬ 
torney accused a man of perjury be¬ 
cause he said he did not frequent gam¬ 
bling places, while it was shown that 
he regularly played poker for money in 
a certain sporting resort. Thus do 
men sometimes monkey with the . ma¬ 
chinery of the law. 

Delaware is about to put into effect 
new legislation that may he of con¬ 
siderable significance to some recent 
graduates of the medical colleges. This 
legislation, it is claimed, is designed to 
protect the people of the state from a 
yearly increasing influx of new doctors 
who are unable or unwilling to face the 
preliminary examination for license to 
practice required in neighboring states. 
In other words, Delaware doesn’t want 
to Pe doctored to death. 

A. new law in Pennsylvania declares 
that all typewriting heretofore exe¬ 
cuted or done, and all which may here¬ 
after he done, for any purpose whatso¬ 
ever, shall’ have the same legal force 
and effect as ordinary writing, and that 
the word “writing’’ occurring in the 
laws of the state shall be held to in¬ 
clude typewriting. Heretofore it has 
been required under the laws that wills 
and all similarly important legal docu¬ 
ments of record should he written by 
hand • with pen and ink. The legisla¬ 
ture seems to have satisfied itself that 
typewriting is as reliable and as per¬ 
manent; as handwriting with peD and 
ink, although the machine writing has 
not been tested by time, as has the 
handwriting. It may be expected that 
other states will follow the lead of 
Pennsylvania and‘legalize the work of 
the writing machine.

Old Glory streaming constantly in the 
air. Although the flags are made of 
strongmaterial,,their constant whipping 
in the wind wears them out very fast. 
Oven Independence hall, in Philadel¬ 
phia, the stars and stripes are expect¬ 
ed to be always waving,, and to do this 
from six to eight flags are Used up 
every year. They are constantly 
mended, and there is a storm-day flag, 
and a fair-day flag, and one for very 
special: occasions, bnt even with all 
this: care they wear ont very fast. The 
handsomest flag, which is nsed on holi¬ 
days, is fifty feet long and costs thirty- 
six dollars; the storm-day flag is only 
twenty feet long, and seventeen dollars 
trays it, while the usual pleasant-day 
flag-measures forty feet and costs thirty 
dollars. 

One of tho most profitable occupa¬ 
tions of the United States government 
is founded in the coinage of 5-cent 
nickel pieces and 1-cerit bronze pieces.

The average profit, of seigniorage on 
the coinage of these minor coins for 
the past few years has been about 
*050,000.

PITTSBURGH’S LAW LIBRARY. 

Contains Acts of Scottish. Parliament and 
Many Valuable Keferonco Books. 

The Allegheny county law library in 
Pittsburgh is the pride of the judges and 
the lawyers and the constant reference 
for all of them. It contains twenty- 
eight thousand five hundred volumes 
and embraces the decisions of the supe¬ 
rior courts of* every nation where juris¬ 
prudence is known and practiced. It 
had a slender beginning, says the Pitts¬ 
burgh Times, but wise providers, and 
now, while its possessions are in¬ 
creased at considerable cost yearly, the 
cost to the lawyers, for whose especial 
benefit it is, is nothing. The total ex¬ 
ponses are not more than five thousand 
dollars annually, and this money is 
paid by the county commissioners* 
Ranged, on the shelves are decisions 
of the Indian court of appeals, and be¬ 
low them are the deliverances of the 
erudite, bewigged and begowned jus¬ 
tices of the courts of England, whence 
all law comes. There are copies of the 
reports of every state and territory* 
and reviews of the important causes 
which have been decided by the courts 
of France* Most of the books are 
printed in English, though some o’f 
them are in French, German and Latin. 
One volume from the supreme court 
contains a daringly precise recital of a 
love case, which must have excited 
state-wide comment from the fluent 
detail dealt out by the, learned and 
grave judges; the admixture of passion 
and pistol makes it a thrilling story. It 
is soiled by the touch of many thumbs 
and seems* to have been much read in 
preference to the dry diagnosis of the 
technicalities of suits involving prop¬ 
erty rights. 

There are some treasures in the li¬ 
brary which are highly prized. The 
oldest hook is a copy of the acts of the 
Scottish parliament from 1134 to 1423. 
It contains, charters and seals that are 
so yellowed with age as to he in parts, 
undecipherable. Another revered vol¬ 
ume is Fitz Gibbons’ reports of the 
cases argued at the king’s bench in 
Westminster, London, during the five 
years of the reign of .George II. This 
book begins with the date of 1783, and 
its leaves are eaten by worms. The 
type is of a large German character. 
This Is probably the only copy in 
America. The Scotch acts, from 1434 
to 1631, contain the laws of parlia¬ 
ments during the reigns of King James 
and Queen Mary in one part, and the 
acts during" the reign of King Charles I- 
and II., and the convention of estates 
of Scotland in 1005* 1067 and 107S, in the 
other. The duke of York’s “Book of 
Laws” of 1070 to 1083 has all the auto¬ 
graphs of the governors and presidents 
of theeouucils of Pennsylvania during 
those years* The list includes the 
flourished chirograph y" of William 
Penn* There is also a fac-simile of the 
charter granted by King Cliai-les II. to 
Penn. - -<-

No matter how eggs may he kept or 
preserved for future use, they must be 
turned over at-least three times a week, 
and the oftener the bettor. This is 
not done to assist in-preventing decom¬ 
position, but to avoid having the yolks 
adhere to the shell. The yolks al¬ 
ways float on the white, and do not 
sink, as is supposed It will soon 
fasten to the shell if too long in one 
position, the result being that even 
when the eggs are good and perfectly 
free from any taint of decomposition, 
the yollc, in closely adhering to the 
shell, gives the appearance of the egg 
being stale, thus reducing tho price.—

KANSAS CHINCH, BUGS. 

A Simple and Inexpensive Way of Eight— 
ing the Eest. 

A Kansas agricultural correspondent 
says that he has just saved 65 acres 
of splendid corn from the’ravages of 
the chinch bug by a very simple and 
inexpensive expedient. On the east of 
his cornfield, and separated from it by 
a 16-foot lane, was a wheat field of 46 
acres. Two or three days before cutting 
lrs mixed salt and coal oil in. a vessel,- 
putting from one-half pint to one of 
coal oil to one-half bushel of salt. He - 
then made a line with this salt the whole 
width of the cornfield (90 rods), through 
the center of the JO-foot lane. The 
.line of salt was about 3 inches wide at 
the base. 'He then bored holes with a 
post anger about 3 rods apart, to a 
depth of about 8 inches or a foot. The 
top of each hole was rimmed with a 
knife leaving the mouth of the hole 
funnel-shaped and smooth. As soon 
as the wheat was cut, about a quart of 
water was poured into each hole, and 
topped with a small quantity of coal 
oil. The holes were on the side next 
to the wheat field, and close to the 
salt line. A's soon. as the .bugs meet 
the salt Hue they follow it each way 
until they come to the holes, into 
which they tumble by the thousand. As' 
the successful experimenter with this 
simple trap describes it: “They don’t, 
crawl in the hole, hut as soon, as they 
strike the smooth surface at the top 
they lose their first hold and rbll over; 
and as there is a constant pressure 
from the enormous line toward the 
hole, they look like wheat going into 
a hopper as they pour over the brink.” 
A hoy should he in attendance on the 
line, to dip out the dead hugs before 
the hole beeomes too full, and to re¬ 
plenish the water and coal oil in the 
hples when necessary. A little coal oil 
should he poured on the line once a 
day, and the line should he remade 
after each rain. The mouth of the 
hole should he kept smooth. If it is 
dry and cracked, a handfnl of dust' 
should he sprinkled around the edges 
occasionally. The bugs cannot .cling, 
to it, and tumble in as soon as they 
touch, it. 

POINTING PICKETS. 

A Homemade Machine Which Does the 
Work to Perfection. 

I once had a job of picket-fence mak¬ 
ing that required over 5,000 pickets. 
Our stuff was 114 by 1)4 and a nice 
point was wanted, as 'on A shown in 
the cut. Carpenters worked a whole 
day marking and trying to cut them 
with chisels, drawing-knife, pocket 
jackknife, etc., but those ways were 
all too slow. I then made the machine 
shown in the cut. With this machine 
two men could cut and point over 1,000 
pickets a day, true and even. The ma¬ 
chine is made in the form of a wooden 
miter-box. Take a piece of 2-inch 
plank 4 inches wide and about i]4 feet 
long for the bottom. Take two pieces 
of plank 18 inches long and 8 inches 
wide for the sides. Set the bevel at 45 
degrees and mark the two side pieces; 
then saw them, being very careful to 
saw exactly on the line, as the draw¬ 
ing-knife is to work against these ends, 
and they should he cut very smooth 
and true. The upper corners' of 'the 
other ends of the Side pieces are sawed 
off for neatness. Spike these, side 
pieces to the bottom, then nail inch 
hoards 5 inches wide for the remainder 
of the sides where the saw works. For 
the lever use plank 18 inches long and 
work it out as shown in' the cut. The 
large end is a 6-inch circle, and should 
he cut out or sawed perfectly true and 
smooth. Make a mark }4 inch above 
the center, as shown on the dotted 
line, and bore a hole. The size of this

hole and the holes in the sides depends 
on the size of iron- you are going to use 
fora-pin. If your pickets are 1)4 inches 
square, the holes in the sides must he 
4j£ inches’ from the bottom of the box. 
Tack a little block inch thick on the 
bottom to butt the picket against, then 
measure from this block the length 
you want the pickets and saw down 
through 'the hoards; then fasten the 
whole thing on to a work bench. One 
man uses the knife and lever and an¬ 
other does the sawing and turns the 
pickets when the lever is raised. Four 
thrusts of the lever and four jerks of 
the knife point a picket. The saw 
should always'be left in and tho picket 
kept right up against it until the 
pointing is done. The machine can he 
made for any sized square pickets, or 
for flat pickets, and can be made for 
any bevel desired.—Farm and Home. 

No Seeds for Congressmen. 

The usual, general distribution of 
seeds by the agricultural department 
will not take place next year. An 
opinion was given by Attorney Gener¬ 
al Olney some time ago that as the 
law provided for furnishing “rare” 
seeds for scientific purposes Secretary 
Morton was not compelled to expend 
the appropriation made in distributing 
common seeds. Secretary Morton* has 
always opposed the general free-seed 
distribution, which has'become ono of 
the regular duties of the agricultural 
department and 1 of congressmen, and 
under the authority of the attorney 
general’s .opinion during this fiscal 
year he will inaugurate a reform and 
supply no seeds save*for scientific pur 
nose. - - *■:; . 1 

A Three-Crop Rotation; 

A three-crop, rotation which kills the 
weeds and does not exhaustjthp Soil as.

under and plant the land in corn for 
fodder and ensilage, which can be re¬ 
moved in. time for wheat, sowing clover 
again in the spring;.

LIZARDS IN A TRANCE. 

' One Medical Authority* Regards It. as ■ 
Kind of Hypnotism: 

An English scientific journal has re¬ 
ceived an interesting communication 
on the subject of the so-called “death- 
feigning instinct” of certain reptiles, 
says the Pittsburgh Dispatch. 

The*correspondent, who writes from 
Syria, says that when a certain, species 
:,of Egyptian lizard is captured, it-Makes 
•a few vigorous efforts to escape, and 
then, if held firmly, falls.into a limp, 
motionless state, which might easily 
,'lead an inexperienced person to think 
it dead. The animal, however, is sim- 
ply in a tranee-like condition. 

Gentle respiratory movements are 
visible just behind the shoulders, and 
sometimes show a" rising and falling 

* rhythm with short intervals of com¬ 
plete rest; the eyes remain wide open, 
but are commonly half closed, and the 
lids ’wink slowly from time to time 
spontaneously or by reflex action; the 
mouth is almost open, sometimes wide, 
sometimes* hut little—and in either 
case the jaw is quite rigid, and if closed 
by force is apt to reopen When the 
pressure is withdrawn; the limbs lie 

,extended and semi*fiaccid, with some 
approach to a cataleptic condition, i. e., 
if bent or stretched into position not 
too strained, they maintain such posi¬ 
tions when let go; and the same is true 
. of the trunk and tail. 

A pin may be run through a fold of 
the skin, without fully rousing the 
-animal, a sluggish,* .feeble wriggle, be¬ 
ing the sole result. The trance usually 
lasts about five minutes, when the 
animal by a brusque effort assumes its 
normal position. This done, it lies. 
quite still, hut evidently awake and ob- 
-servant for a few moments more, and 
then scuttles off in a burry. 

Dr. Van Dyelc looks upon this mani¬ 
festation not as voluntary or conscious- 
death-feigning, hulas a form of hypno¬ 
tism* The natural enemies of these 
lizards are foxes, jackals, martens, 
birds of prey and snakes. 

.» “Can anyone believe,” asks Dr. Van 
Dyck, “that any one of these animals, 
having captured a lizard, would he in. 
the* least inclined to let it go because it 
lay motionless .and apparently dead in 
the captor’s grasp? Or will it be 
argued that the trance condition'is a 
special gift ‘in mercy to the victim, to 
mitigate or abolish the pain of death?’” 

V/HERE BIG GAME IS PLENTY. 

How a Hunter- Found Himself Face to 

Face with Two Big, Lions. 

In “Lion Hunting in Somaliland,” 
Capt. C. J. Melliss tells ’how he- first 
found himself face to face with two 
full-grown lions. He started from Ber- 
bera for the Hand with ten camels, a 
dozen Somalis, two donkeys, a pony 
and two months’ provisions. 

The game on the route were gazelle, 
antelopes, guinea fowl and bustards, 
and at nigbt jackals and hyenas. 
Shortly after reaching the Hand, which 
is a "great waterless plateau, he met the 
two lions, “actually waiting forme,” 
he writes, “all to myself; avast plain* 
on all sides, clear of jungle as a lawn, 
not another hush even in sight. 

“I was going to get Ihem, or they 
-get me. That was the only uncertainty 
in the whole thing.” * 

He goes-on to say that what struck 
him most forcibly on seeing a wild lion 
for the first time was. that there was 
none of that slim, weak appearance in 
the hind quarters which is so visible in 
caged lions.. : . 

Capt. Melliss used a much heavier 
charge than* Mr. Selaus, and seems to 
have had little difficulty in disabling a 
lion with a well-aimed shot. "When he 
-had killed them, the lions were skinned 
and the hides tied behind two horse- 
men. 

He describes vividly his delight after 
his first day’s shooting. “I shall never 
forget the pleasure of it,” “he says. 
‘.‘What a paradise the country seemed 
as my eyes wandered from the two 
great heads at the cruppers to the wild 
herds scattered, over the plain.” 

In four days he shot no less than five 
lions and eight lionesses and captured 
four cubs. i 

Capt. Melliss usually rode up and dis¬ 
mounted to shoot, hut a much more 
exciting way, which he occasionally 
experienced, was to track' the lion’s 
spoor and follow him into the jungle 
on foot t 

A Great Lighthouse. 

On the Pointe de Penmarch, in Brit¬ 
tany, the southwestern point of the 
Finisterre promontory, midway be¬ 
tween Brest and L’Orient, a new light¬ 
house. is being erected whose light will 
be'seen one hundred miles in clear- 
weather, and from twenty-five to 
twenty-eight miles when the weather 
is hazy. It will be an electric light of 
ten million candle power, and will rise 
one hundred and eighty-five feet above 
tbe sea level, and is to he ready by the 
beginning of 1897. J . —*

Their Beauty So- Great That It Over. 
- . *" shadows Their Utility, 

One of the rare and most beautiful 
fowls in this country is the Black 
Sumatra. Rare breeds run the risk of 
becoming more rare each (year of their 
existence, because continued close in¬ 
breeding is likely to he followed even 
to the verge of extinction, if happily it 
does not go beyond the verge and lead 
to destruction. The more ’breeders 
the better the opportunities of obtain¬ 
ing fresh blood, and the better the 
Chances of maintaining the vigor of 
the breed. It is well, however, to re¬ 
member that even closely .related fowls, 
if bred in widely separated and very

different environment, when brought 
together have something of the effect 
of a union of unrelated fowls. En¬ 
vironment seems to have a modifying 
power upon"their blood, and to obviate 
some of the ills of inbreeding* The 
Black Sumatra is suffering somewhat 
from the effects that are common to 
rare breeds. Its "size is hardly what 
its admirers could wish it to 
be, and hardly, it' seems to me, 
what it was ten years ago. It 
is now a small fowl, and yet with¬ 
in ten years I have seen birds of 
this breed that were of a good size, 
and, owing to their plumage, looked 
really large. It is also possible that its 
constitution would not he injured by 
an outcross with a large, “ vigorous, 
Short-legged Black Game, breeding out, 
of course, the antagonistic characteris¬ 
tics which such a cross might intro¬ 
duce. The beauty of the fowl War¬ 
rants a determined effort on .the part 
of its admirers to make it all’ that it is 
capable of becoming. The plumage is- 
a solid black, as lustrous as any color 
can.be, shining and shimmering in the 
sunlight. The tail of the cock is long, 
full and carried rather low, the beauti¬ 
ful sickles and abundant coverts al¬ 
most sweeping the ground. The comb 
is'triple, not as perfect as the pea 
comb, and might be improved by care¬ 
ful selection. The legs are rather 
abort and, as they ought to be, black 
in colar. The outlines of the fowl are 
graceful in the extreme. One pecul¬ 
iarity of this breed, which is possessed 
by some pheasants, but which I do not 
recollect as being possessed by other 
fowls, is the number of spurs the cock 
has. In, nearly all of our domestic 
fowls a single spur .upon ■ each shank 
serves the cock as a weapon of offense 
and defense, hut nature has provided 
more liberally for the Sumatra, the 
cock frequently having two spurs upon 
each leg, and. sometimes three. Some 
have but one on each leg, and the ex¬ 
tra number is of no practical or orna¬ 
mental value for a domesticated, fowL 
Many have argued from this fact and 
from the peculiarly long and some 
what horizontally carried tail that the 
Sumatra is descended from the pheas¬ 
ant, but while pheasants and domestic 
fowls do sometimes produce hybrid off¬ 
spring, I believe there is no recorded 
instance where such offspring has been 
fertile. Every one has proved to be 
sterile, incapable of breeding with. t 
either parent race, and of course 
would be incapable of breeding With 
another hybrid of like parentage. Hy-* 
brids are sometimes, fertile when bred 
with either .parent, but when bred inter 
se are almost invariably sterile. So there 
is no good reason for supposing that", 
the Sumatra is of pheasant origin. 
The Sumatra is a plump fowl, and 
though small must make a toothsome 
bit'of poultry. It has the reputation 
of being an excellent layer of fair¬ 
sized white eggs. But it is not kept so 
much for its practical as for its orna¬ 
mental qualities. It illustrates very 
well the difficulty of accurately classi¬ 
fying fowls into practical and * orna¬ 
mental, for all practical fowls are more 
or less ornamental, and all ornamental 
fowls are more or less practical. There 
is no breed or variety of domestic 
fowls that has not both utility and 
beauty, and classification upon such a 
principle can he made only as utility 
or beauty seems to be the paramount 
quality, and sometimes these elements 
seem so evenly balanced that one is in 
doubt to which class to assign 'the 
fowl. In the case of the Black Su¬ 
matra, however, the, beauty of the 
fowl is so. great that it fairly over¬ 
shadows its utility, and one does not 
hesitate in classifying it as an orna¬ 
mental fowl.—H. S. Babcock, in Orange 
JuddFarmer. 

GROWTH OF THE HOG. 

It is the Good Feeder That Gets the Best 
Frico ifor His Stock. 

To get a quick growth on a pig, first 
get the right kind of stock, then feed 
pleDty of various kinds of food, and 
give a good: roomy pen. Some hog 
raisers liave the best stock obtainable, 
but they do not succeed in getting 
them as large at a certain age as oth¬ 
ers. The most of- the hogs, that'are 
raised in our country have enough good 
blood in them to. make a fast growth 
if properly cared for,-bat we Yill have 
so inuch pushing work on the farm 
that wo neglect" our hogs more than 
anything, else on the place. If wb ex- 
; .peet good results we must do our par t, 

! and . when we do this we will be 
.profited by it. We often notice- in a 
: litter of pigs one 'or two small ones 
and we generally know why they 'are 
smaller than the others—because they 
do not get their share of milk from 'the 
dam. When we see a pig that- is get¬ 
ting behind the rest* we should man-, 
age-some way to feed it and keep it 
growing right along", for just as it be¬ 
comes stunted we will find it a poor 
feeder. It never’will grow as fast as 
the Others. This is why some breeders 
have an uneven lot of pigs. , After the 
pigs are weaned, and we begin to feed 
them, we will find the larger ones 
crowding the smaller ones away from 
the trough. A good idea would be to 
take all the smaller ones and put them 
by themselves and give them all they 
can eat of various kinds o'f food, such, 
as skipstuff, bran, corn meal, whole 
wheat and an occasional feed of oil 
meal. You cannot get a quick growth: 
on a pig with corn* They soon, get 
tired of it, become feverish, and begin 
to root in the ground for- something 
cooling to their -scorched stomachs.- 
The pig that has a good raiige Will; al¬ 
ways do be ttor than those shut up in 
small pens, no matter how you feed 
them. Exercise is as essential as good 
feed-in order to produce a fast growth. 
Do not shut little pigs in a tight pen 
aud confine them to corn if you want 
to hurry theminto market. Jhe cheap- 
est way to raise -hogs is the quickest 
way.— R. S. Fisher. * ~ : ■ \

No Changes Noted In the Price 
* of Butter. 


Full Supply Of Potatoes, With Prices 
Steady—Poru amt Flour Remain Steady. 
Five Stock and Wool Markets. 


i Boston - , Aug. 15.—Butter is no higher 
’ this week. The supply of fine fresh cream 
ery is about enough for the demand, and 
. the upward tondency has been checked. 
. Trade was light,.yesterday, aud receivers 
were disposed to accept bids which they 
refused a week ago, hut the general line of 
quotations was about the same. 

What the next move will he it is hard to 
say. The fact that no more largo lots of 
butter can be put into cold storage will 
have a tendency to throw more fresh made 
lots on the inatkot, and this will have a 
weakening influence if receipts are not 
materially decreased. 

The situation as it stands today is a 
critical one. With general receipts con¬ 
siderably larger than current consump-' 
tion, and a surplus of nearly 200,000 tubs 
in cold, storage, the outlook is certainly 
not promising for high prices. 

There may he another shortage of 
strictly fine, fresh quality, and on this kind 
prices may stiffen by a gain, but it is 
doubtful if any further advance can bo 
sustained, with such a large stock of June 
butter to draw from. 

Last week there were 5993 tubs put into 
the Quincy cold storage, and 4226 tubs 
taken out, leaving a stock of 190,591 tubs 
against, 142,558 tubs the same time last 
year. It is estimated that outside places 
hold enough to make the stock to Boston 
fully 290,000 tubs. 

If a foreign outlot could he opened there 
would he some chance for a reliof, but ad¬ 
vices from, abroad are as discouraging as 
ever, and at present there is nothing to do 
but to hear up under tho load and wait 
patiently for further developments. 

A close oanvas of the market showed 
that sellers did not havo things their own 
way as much as tho week previous. In 
fact, most of them wore waiting .for cus¬ 
tomers, and although asking the same 
prices as a week ago, they were disposed 
to make some compromise. 

Still, the supply of strictly line fresh 
northern was light, and if tho usual de¬ 
mand showed up all would be readily 
cleaned up.
